7. The invention is drawn to an isolated polypeptide from C.pneumoniae consisting of the 
amino acid sequence as set forth in SEQ ID NO: 16(14 amino acid epitope 
ETPELPKPGVTPRS) and a composition comprising said isolated polypeptide. This composition 
has been used to prepare C.pneumoniae specific antibodies in rabbits. Pre incubation with the 
rabbit serum against the claimed epitope reduced the infectivity of C.pneumoniae. Therefore, 
this composition has potential therapeutic value to treat Chlamydia infection.
